Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Buskey suggested that applicant intended to amend claim 1 to at 
least further require that the bypass channel includes a plurality of outlets along the entire length thereof (as indicated 
by 51fb in Fig. 10) and that the housing is provided with a plurality of outlets therein (as indicated by 21d in Fig. 10). I 
pointed out that at least Krueger et al (at 5 In Fig. 1) teach the plural bypass channel outlets, and that while Krueger (7 
in Fig. 1) and Nakanishi et al (5 in Fig. 1) appear to teach only a single outlet in the housing, such figures are 
schematic in nature and a full reading of the disclosures thereof may indicate plural housing outlets. I also cautioned 
Mr Buskey to fully consider all unapplied prior art of record with respect to the plural housing outlet feature that 
applicant intends to add to the claims. I will consider all amendments as filed and will conduct further search as 
deemed necessary at the time of consideration of any amendment. . 
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
